After  the  Romans  defeated  the  Jews  and  destroyed  their  Holy  Temple  in 
70  A.D.,  they  issued  an  extensive  series  of  coins  in  many  denominations  to 
proclaim  their  hard-fought  victory.  The  "king"  of  this  "Judaea  Capta" 
series  is  the  large  bronze  Sestertius. 

The  example  that  we  are  privileged  to  offer  our  members  features  the  Em- 
peror Vespasian's  portrait.  He  originally  came  to  prominence  as  head  of 
the  Roman  army  against  the  Jewish  uprising.  His  son,  Titus,  took  over  as 
general  once  Vespasian  became  Emperor.  On  the  reverse  of  this  magnifi- 
cient  coin,  two  Jewish  captives  are  shown  — a male  standing  to  the  left  of 
a palm  tree,  his  hands  tied  behind  his  back,  and  a female  seated  in  mourn- 
ing to  the  right.  "IV'DAEA  CAPTA"  (Judaea  Captured)  is  inscribed  above, 
and  "S.C."  (by  consent  of  the  Senate)  is  below. 

The  coif)  is  sharply  struck  and  perfectly  centered.  With  a magnifying  glass, 
you  can  see  the  dejected  faces  of  the  two  Jewish  prisoners!  Even  the  beau- 
tiful green  and  rose  patina  add  to  the  attractiveness  of  this  virtually  perfect 
1900-year-old  coin.  In  fact,  the  coin  can  be  precisely  dated,  since  the  ob- 
verse inscription  indicates  that  it  was  issued  during  the  third  consulship  of 
Vespasian,  which  corresponds  to  71  A.D. 


This  suberb  coin  was  formerly  a star  of  Bank  Leu's  Sale  No.  30,  where  the 
conservative  Swiss  company  described  it  as  "Superb  Extremely  Fine."  This 
specimen  will  undoubtedly  be  the  highlight  of  any  collection.  Of  course, 
we  will  supply  a PNG  certificate  of  Authenticity.

JOHN  HYRCANUS  (135-104  B.C.)  Son  of  Simon  Maccabe- 
us, he  is  thought  to  be  the  first  Jewish  ruler  to  issue  coins.

First  Jewish  ruler  to  include  Greek  in- 
scription on  his  coins. 

Ob- 
verse: Anchor  with  Greek  inscription,  "BAUAEfiZ  AAEHANA"  (King 
Alexander).

All  of 
Mattathias'  coins  are  crudely  struck.

PROCURATOR  PONTIUS  PILATE  (26-36  A.D.)  Best 
known  of  the  Roman  Governors  of  Judaea  because  of  his 
execution  of  Jesus. 

Obverse:  Simpulum  (Ro- 
man ceremonial  dipper)  with  name  of  Emperor  Tiberius  and  the  date  indi-

HEROD  ARCHELAUS  (4  B.C.-6  A.D.)  Archelaus  was  ap- 
pointed Ethnarch  ("ruler  of  the  nation")  over  Judaea, 
Idumaea  and  Samaria  upon  the  death  of  his  father,  Herod 
the  Great.  "When  Herod  was  dead,  behold  an  angel  of  the 
Lord  appeareth  in  a dream  of  Joseph  in  Egypt. ..But  when 
he  heard  that  Archelaus  did  reign  in  Judaea. ..he  was  afraid 
to  go  thither  notwithstanding,  being  warned  by  God  in  a 
dream,  he  turned  aside  into  the  parts  of  Galilee"  (Matthew 
2:22).

Reverse:  Temple,  with  date  "LIS"  =12/13  A.D.  inside,  surrounded  by 
name  of  Philip.

HEROD  ANTIPAS  (4  B.C.-39  A.D.)  Antipas  ruled  over  the 
Galilee  and  Peraea  (Jewish  Transjordan).  It  was  he  who 
"said  that  John  the  Baptist  was  risen  from  the  dead,  and 
therefore  mighty  works  do  shew  forth  themselves  in  him" 
(Mark  6:14). 

H-11  Obverse:  Upright  palm  branch  with  date  "LAA"  =27  A.D.  (3  years 
before  the  Crucifixion)  and  inscription,  "Herod  Tetrarch." 

Reverse:  Name  of  city  minting  the  coins,  "Tiberias."  Meshorer  66,  listed 
as  UNIQUE!

In  the  periods  when  there  was  no  Jewish  central  government  in  Judaea, 
and  especially  after  the  failure  of  the  First  and  Second  Revolts,  over  a doz- 
en autonomous  Palestinian  cities  issued  their  own  bronze  coins  (22-268 
A.D.).  These  local  coins  received  heavy  use,  and  most  surviving  specimens 
are  in  low  grades.  We  offer  some  average  quality  specimens,  but  most  of 
the  pieces  which  we  gathered  on  a recent  trip  to  Israel  are  of  exceptional 
museum-quality.  The  large  group  of  coins  from  historic  Gaza  should  be  of 
particular  interest. 

AELIA  CAPITOLINA  (JERUSALEM)  The  historic  ancient 
capital  of  Israel.  Jews  were  forbidden  to  live  there  after  the 
defeat  of  Bar  Kochba  in  134/135  A.D.,  but  many  remained. 

Arrtoninus  Pius  (138-161  A.D.).  Roman  world  had  period  of  tranquility 
and  prosperity  under  Pius'  patient,  judicious  and  impartial  rule. 

C-1  Emperor/City  Goddess.  Kadman  17.  Very  Fine,  handsome  . $245.00 

Marcus  Aurelius  and  Commodus  (161-180  A.D.).  Consistently  hostile  to 
Christianity.

Julia  Domna  (193-211  A. D.).  Wife  of  Septimus  Severus,  she  had  a brilliant 
intellect  and  was  often  consulted  on  state  matters.

DORA  The  King  of  Dor  was  smote  by  Joshua,  "...the  king 
of  Dor  in  the  region  of  Dor"  (Joshua  12:23). 

Trajan  (98-117  A.D.).  A just  and  wise  ruler;  he  conducted  successful  mili- 
tary campaigns  against  the  Dacians  and  Parthians. 

C-4  Emperor/City  God,  Doros.  Rosenberger  26.  An  exceptional  coin, 
well  struck  with  clear  inscriptions.

GAZA  Originally  "the  inheritance  of  the  tribe  of  the  child- 
ren of  Judah. ..Gaza  with  her  towns  and  her  villages"  (Josh- 
ua 15:20,47).  Referred  to  in  the  New  Testament,  "And  the 
angel  of  the  Lord  spake  unto  Philip  (the  Apostle)  saying. 
Arise,  and  goeth  down  from  Jerusalem  unto  Gaza  which  is 
desert"  (Acts  8:26). 

Hadrian  (1 17-138  A.D.).  When  he  attempted  to  build  a Roman  temple  in 
Jerusalem  on  the  site  of  the  Holy  Jewish  Temple,  the  Second  Revolt  erup- 
ted. The  Jews,  led  by  Bar  Kochba  were  defeated  three  years  later.

A.D.,  Gerasa  prospered  as  a Christian  city  and  eleven 
churches  were  built. 

Hadrian  (117-138  A.D.)  built  many  towns  and  erected  magnificient  build- 
ings, but  the  Second  Jewish  Revolt  stymied  his  plans  to  erect  a Roman 
temple  in  Jerusalem.

During  his  reign,  the 
1000th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  Rome  was  celebrated  (248  A.D.).
